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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 4/10/09 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 17-32 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The disclosure, as originally filed, failed to provide support for "a swiveling 
and arm positioned adjacent a cutting and stripping station" (claims 17 and 26), "said gripper and 
said swiveling arm being a sole means for holding and moving . . ." (claims 17, 26 and 34). Figs. 
2-6 do not show that a cutting and stripping station is adjacent to a swiveling arm. "4" is also 
holds and moves the cable as disclosed, not just the gripper and the swiveling arm. Fujikawa v. 
Wattanasin, 93 F.3d 1559, 1571, 39 USPQ2d 1895, 1905 (Fed. Cir. 1996). In reRuschig, 379 
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F.2d 990, 995, 154 USPQ 118, 123 (CCPA 1967). Ex parte Ohshiro, 14 USPQ2d 1750 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989). 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 17-32 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

There are numerous phrases and clauses in the claims that are vague, indefinite, and/or 
awkwardly and confusingly worded, and therefore, are not fully understood. The following are 
examples: 

Claim 17, line 2: Is "a cable-processing apparatus" referring to "a cable-processing 
apparatus" or something else? 

Claim 17, lines 5-6: The number of station in "at least one cable-end processing station" 
and "processing stations" do not match. 

Claim 34, lines 7-16: it is unclear what is being rotated and 

Claims are ambiguous and competitors would be unable to discern the bounds of the 
invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
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international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 17-32 and 34, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Conte (US 6,658,726). 

Conte discloses in Fig. 18-11 and 22 of different cable-end processing stations and 22 
being a double crimping unit; 5-6 provide cables and belt drives; 7 is the swiveling arm and 
gripper; Fig. 8 shows a turntable with a belt drive below 46 and 47; 14 is a cable transportation 
belt; 7 being a sole means for holding and moving respectively the leading and trailing cable- 
ends of the cable length. 14 is a belt-drive; 26 is a cable tray; see entire cols. 2-3 for the 
operation of the cable deposit device.

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 3/16/09 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The ends of the cables are located within the grippers of Conte. See annotated Fig. 5 
above. Conte does not claim that the cables are being levitated. 

The applicant's gripper and arm are incapable of being "a sole . . ." The trailing end will 
be located within "4" during moving the leading end. On the other hand, Conte discloses the 
claimed limitation.
